attention to counting the number of stars 
which may be seen with the naked eye, 
says Oood Words, and the result, has 
been that, even to persons gifted with 
aore than ordinary powers of vision, 
there are not ao many as 4,000 stars at any 
Lime visible above the horizon. But a very 
nlDerent result presents itself when the 
heavens arc surveyed through a telescope. 
Countless numbers of stars then cume into 
view which were previously invisible, and 


tj ic more powerful Ihe telescope used the 
greater the number of stars revealed to ob-j 
tervution, until Anally the conclusion wasl 
arrived at that the number of stars visible'
